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Dear Ratepayers, 

As you are no doubt aware,the Parish 
Council appointed me as Village Maintainance Manager 
as from the 16th August 1977. 

The Finance to carry out the general maintenance in the 
Village is provided by you all, through the Parish Council 
from the Rates, which you all pay. 

To keep the Village neat and tidy and to maintain the 
recreational facilities is a large task. There are many- 
small ways in which you can all help, to enable our Staff 
to concentrate on the larger tasks of grass cutting and 
general maintenance, and thus keep the rates D O WIT. 

(1) Put all litter in the bins provided. 

(2) Pick up any small pieces of litter, bottles, paper 
etc. and put them in the bins, even if it is not 
your litter. 

( 3 ) Impress upon your children that they must not 
interfere with trees, shrubs, fences etc. 

( 4 ) If you see or hear of damage being caused and. fool 
that you do not wish to intervene, let me or my 
Staff know as soon as possible. 

' (5) Do not dispose of your garden rubbish indiscrimin 

ately on open spaces and verges. Special collections 


can be arranged by telephoning HISTOH 3823. Should 
you have problems which you cannot solve, please 
telephone, me. Please note if you have rubbish 
suitable for the Annual Bonfire, it may be put 
neatly at the .southern end of the Village Green, 
adjoining the rough ground and about 50 yards in
